. festo on the sul bject of th- arrest of the 
Ali brothers, asserting the + ‘ght of every. 
fone ta express his opinion without 
restraint recarding the pr-priety of citi- 
zens serving the Government It ex: 
presets the view that it ix the duty of 
every Indian civilian ani soldier to sever 
his connection with the Government which 
is contrary to the national dignity, and 
to find some other means af livelihood. 

Gandhi has addressed a letter to tha 
Bombay Chrmicle appealing to thé peo- 
ple to remain peaceful and refrain from 
strikes in the eventuality of his arrest. 

{On the oceasion of the arrest of the 
brothers Ati the following Press Note was 
issued by the Government of Bombay :— 

“With the full concurrence of the 
Government of Lndia, the Governor of 
Bombay-in-Couneil has decided to pro- 
secute Messrs. Mahomed Ali and Shaukar 
Aii, of Rampur, and others for offenevs 
under Sections I20a, Mt. and 305 of the 
Indian Penal Code in respect of their 
support of a resdlution passed at the 
All-India Khilafat Conference held at 
Karachi from the sth to 10th July, 1921, 
inclusive. which inter alia declared it 
unlawful at this cime for a° Mussalman 
to remain in the British Army or induce 
others to join the Army, and declared ic 
the duty of every Mussalman to bring 
this home to the Mussalinan,s in the 
Army, 

‘ Government are tonfident that all 
and combating attempts upon the allegi- 
ance of the Army, oa which, as recent 
events have shown. the peace and security 
of India in so large a measure depend.

BRIGHTLY-HUED BATHING 
DRESSES BANNED. *

But since a spear is a speer, 
and animalcules are only animalcules 
Your warrior returns empty home, to 
decide that the dragons are even 
more dangerous than he had sup 
posed, since they have the mysterious 
power of evading his spear-thrusts, | 
This is » type of knight- 
errant which breeds very freely in the 
United States-—as t ly who was 
recently thrown into prin for want- 
only exposing her collar-bones could 
inform us—but we have our own us 
well and, recalling some excellent 
scriptural advice on the subjecz of; 
motes and beams, we refrain from | 
commenting or the vagaries of the 
Undeserving Pure in America while 
we have, so much nearer home, the |

CHINA'S FUTURE. 
AN AMERICAN VIEW OF A 
DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


In “China, Japan and Korea,” by 
J. 0. PL Blaid (Charles Serjbner’: 
Sons} we have the opinion respecting | | 
the future’ of China of one who ! 
evidently believes that the best hope 
of that grest people lies in the full 
restoration of the Mancha dynasty, 
wtites Edward F. Adatns in the Nan 
Francisco Chronicle, And apparently 
that is the view of the Chinese most 
competent” to judge. The opposite 
view is that of which Dr. Sun Yat Sen 
is probably the foremost  ex- 
ponent, which is that a success- 
ful future of China depends}, 
apon the firm establishment of u re- 
public substantially on Western lines 
or Western ideals of social theory and 
political practice. That seems to be 
the view of most of those of a senti- 
mental turn of mind, whether native 
to China or foreign, and especially of 
the msjority of the callow young 
Chinese who have been educated 
abroad and especially in thé United 
States, Which’is right Ida not pretend 
to know and do not try to guess. But 
I confess to some bias in favour 
of the judgment of a man 
like Mr. Bland who, as secretary to 
Sir Robert Hart for nearly thirty 
years in the administration of the 
Chinese customs, was of necessity 
brought into continuous personal con- 
tact with nearly all the important 
Men who have. been concerned with 
\the practical administration of the 
; public afiairs of China. The general 
opinion of San Yat Sen seews to be 


ithat he is an honest idealist, of no 


earthly use in the practical adminis- 
tration of anything. but with the 
ability very common among men of 
that class to attract a popular fol- 
lowing. 


Upon the facts of the case there 
seems to be general agreement. 
There is not and never hay been any 


Jentity which could properly be called 


a Chinese people. There was once, 


mourning prescribed by the Ccuncil. 
This is a curious state of affairs. 
Evidently, the underlying idea is that 
mixed bathing is in itself a temptation | 
anda snare, and that by appearing 
in bright and allaring colours 
fair bathers render the temptation 
more irresistible and the snare more 
certain.

ANTL-MILITARISM. 


They have done their hest to dam- 
agethe Washington Conference idea. 
It has proved almost too great for 
some blundering politicians who hold 
its fate in their careless Lunds. First 
America threatened to make it a 
party issue. Next Japan early 
ruined it by qualifying a reluctant ac- 
ceptance. Then Lloyd George courted 
its extinction by plannirg to visit 
America at a time whcn the other 
nations jealously watching every 
move in the international game could 
see only one significance in the trip, 
Britain attempting a preliminary un. 
derstanding with the United States! 
Bullowed obscure ‘delay and much 
uncertainty, Eventually final in- 
vitations were issued. Some subjects 
were tentatively suggested for dis- 
cussion, others definitely rejected. 
Labour planned a big disarmament 
demonstration. Canterbury's Arch- 
bishop, as president of the world 
alliance for promoting international 
friendship through the churches, 
pinusly proposed a day of.prayer for 
divine blessing. No occasion was lost, 
for oratory. The world waited. 

. Meanwhile, the Geneva League, 
apparently jealous of the possible 
alternative association cf nations 
more than once mooted ‘by Americau 
statesmen, hastily tackled the 
question. A heated- debate ensued. 
One of Britain's delegates’ strongly 
urged that a definite plan for dis- 
armament ‘should -be ready for the 
next Assembly to‘ consider. He 
carried the day against a compatriot 
who demanded to know how it was 
possible to draft a proposal without 
the United ‘States

It is to purge the most likely breeding 
ground for future dispntes that the 
Washinzton Conference meets on 
Armistice Dag, It is through the 
direst coupling of the Far Eastern 
with the disarmament question that 
considerable confusion and doubt 
have arisen, All the nations im- 
mediately interested in the Pacific and 
jts more important problems will 
attend the coaference, but not all the 
powers concerned with disarmament. 
The conterence’has cvery prospect of 
reaching amicable adjustment of Far 
Eastern differences, but it can scarce- 
ly hope to secure general disarmament 
until ll the powers concerned are 
assembled ia conclave with good will.

\tion a greater conference must be 
summoned, a real council of the world 
at which every nation witha voice 
can make it heard, Then, and then 
‘only’ will militarism be honestly 
attacked, With an international 
force for punitive expeditions against 
“lesser br.eds without the law," for 
bringing recalcitrant members to. 
their senses, or for stamping out mave- 
ments to revive militarism, the real 
world league will exact punctilious 
respect for its decrees. Financially, 
physically, and morally strong it will 
at last realise the inspired dream of a 
vorld brotherhood and a parliament 
of man.

THE MILLIONAIRE AND THE COOLIE, 


Riches spoi] a man, they say, bat 
the man who gave that saying to the 
world never met Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller, jr., who is now visiting South 
China after the historic week atPeking. 
when the Peking Union Medical 
College new buildings were opened. 

Like most people who do not num- 
ber millionaires—especially those of 
the “multi” species—smong their 
acquaintances, when I sought an 
interview with Mr. Rockefeller, 
(writes 8 representative of 
The Shenghzi Times) 1 was seized 
with little apprehension and felt a 
little humble on entering the presence 
of one of the richest men in the world. 
These feelings were, of cou-se, in- 
culcated after feasting on the populat 
imaginary picture of what millionaires 
are supposed to be. 

MR. ROCKEFELLER. 

I was soon thankfully disillusioned. 
Mr, Rockefeller neither sat enthron- 
ed on piled ap money bags, dominat- 
ing with a $sceptre, nor did he justify 
that entirely erroneous and splenetic 
remark about his father by 8 certain 
individual “that we have come to look 
upon him as a great spider sitting 
back.in bis web seeking whom he may 
devour.”

He was acutely sensitive to Chira’s 
greatest need —education—plainly 
evident in the great illiteracy of the 
people; but he said’ the Chinese had, 
a hard life, struggling to obtain 9 
bare subsistence, and they never 
seemed to hive time for education, 

“Still, I think the Chinese will 
quickly respond to education because 
lof their natural aptitude to learn 
quickly with the hand and the brain, 
and to assimilate instructions and 
methods. Dr. Touffier, the great 
French sargeon, told me", he re 
marked, “that after witnessing an 
operation of the transplanting of skin 
by a Chines» surgeon, that he woud 
never, himself, perform the operation 
again after seeing the Chinese do it so 
‘much more skilfully than hecould do 

tr 

THE CHINESE WOMAN, 

The question of the status of 
Chinese women was asked of Mr, 
Rockefeller. H+ was, he said, very 
much impressed by their fine physical 
appearance, 

“To me the overage Chinese wo- 
men looksintelligent. self-respecting 
and well kept. Of course, my ex- 
perience is very limited, but I cao 
say that I have noticed almost no 
frowsy, ill-kept women in China.”- 

He intimated that there was a big 
future for women in the medical world 
in China, ‘“ Many Chize ¢ women will 
not allow male doctors to attend 
them,” h pointed out “so women 
ought to be trained as doctors.” At 
the Peking Union Medical College 
equal facilities are offered to women 
as to men, and women are also be- 
ing trained as nurses. We have 
a training school for nurses, 
and women assistants are being allow- 
ed in the surgical rooms. I think itis 
only a matter of time before the natur- 
al prejudice of the Chinese in this 
respect wi!l be overcome."

The well- 
known Chinon wine is best appreciated 
when it comes fresh from one of these 
cellars, Wine merchants and private 
individuals have been continually 
enlarging these rocky cellars until they 
have cut away the foundations of a 
part of the town. 


The municipal authorities hare now 
forbidden any more cellars to be cat 
and are taking steps to have 
those already existing shored up.

DRAMATIC RESCUB-AT SEA. - 


THORNTY-FITE LIVES SAVED TX TEE 

{7 @ULY OF -PECHILL 

4A dramatic rescue at sea was a> 
complished by the C. M.S. “Shuntien” 
on Tuesday last’ week in the 
econtse of her voyage to Shanghai, 
the incident reflecting the greatest 
credit on the Master (Cap’sin_C. 
A. Christiansen) and . the ship's 
company. When in latitude 38.10 XN. 
120.28 E., and at a time whena very 
hjgh sea was tunning, the look-out 
sighted s smal! boat with a single sail 
hoisted, tossing about in # hopeless 
plight. It was presently seen that 
there were a number of men abcard her 
and the “Shuntien” immediately went 
to the reseus. In cireumstagces of 
very considerable difficulty the veasel 
was got suficiently near the derelict 
craft to enable ropes to be thrown 
and made fast and after half an hour's 
hard work the, boat was brought 
alongside and the men on her hauled 
aboard, all being safely transferred. 
Twenty-five lives were thus saved. _ 

The men rescued were members of 
the crew of the Japanese steamer 
“ Roun Maru,” s cargo vessel of 1,000 
tons, which left Chinwangtao on the 
morning of Sept. 24. “Heavy weather 
was encountered and the vessel found-: 
Ned-in the Gulf of Pechili, three 
liv\s being lost at the time the 
crew took to the boats. The sur- 
yivors, who had been drifting about 
perilously for nearly 38 hours when 
picked up by the “Shuatien,” were in 
an: exhausted condition, but quickly 


recovered, thanks to the attention 


they received, On arrival of the 
“Shuntien” at Chefoo the men were 
handed over to the cere of the 
Japanese Consal.
